Election/Restrictions

The following claim(s) are generic: claims 1, 2, 6 and 9-11 appear to be generic. 

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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The species of Figures 1-1 1 requires a hollow pipe member and bent in a width 
direction of the main body; a mounting bore and a bush and wherein a hollow portion of 
the main body is exposed between opposite peripheral surfaces of one of said bush 
mounting bores (9) opposing said axial direction of the main body (3) and corresponding 
opposite peripheral surfaces of the other of said bush mounting bores opposing in said 
axial direction of said main body. The species of Figures 12-14 requires a pair of 
opposing inner walls (13) extending in an axial direction of said main body are provided 
between opposite wall portions (6, 7) constituting said peripheral wall and opposing in a 
width direction of said main body. The species of Figures 15-17 requires a pair of 
ridges (14, 14) on an outer surface thereof. The species of Figures 20-21 requires a 
core (15) fitted in a hollow portion (8) of said main body (3) wherein inner peripheral 
surface of each bush-mounting bore (9) is flush with an inner surface of a bush 
mounting bore (16) formed in said core (15). The species of Figures 30-31 and the 
species of Figures 32-33, each requires a main body having a pair of opposite walls (24, 
25) and a connecting wall (26) connecting said side walls, and a bush mounting bore 
(27) penetrated in a part of said connecting wall (26).
